THE AFTERNOON MBBTIKQ. 


The arrival and reception of General 


Logan at 9 a. m, was noted fully in these 
columns last evening. At 2 o'clock the 
General was escorted from Mr. James 
Millikin's 
residence to the decorated 


stand in the park by bands of music, the 
Escort Club a ad visiting companies. All 
along the route and at the park the Gen- 
eral was vigorously cheered by the enthu- 
siastic crowd, and so dense was the crowd 
and so eeger the old soldiers to grasp the 
Black Eagle by the hand, that it was dif- 
loult for the distinguished speaker to 
leave the carriage and ascend the steps 
leading to the etand.

2,750,000 
persons arc employed in manufacture; 10,000,- 
000 are employed In mining iron, coal, copper, 
silver, (fold and all that goes to mako wealth. 
They make risks now that they never took be- 
fore. 1 am an American citizen, and so are 
you.

I am for American la- 
bor, American capital. American factories, 
American industries. Lot England take care 
of herself. [Great cheers.] We ore not requir- 
ed to take care of England.

Tbe natives 
are laughing, talking, and Joking with 
oac-li other—tho happiest people in tho 
world. They give und tako jokes with- 
out tho luii-' "ill-feeling; they are full of 
music, nml ilii-ir very laugh is purely 
musical; wliu-h, together with their 
guttural language, in most fascinating. 
The Chinamen also come down to tho 
wharves iu goodly numbers, and tlioir 
utrly language, with its monoeyllables, 
may bo heanl as they call each otbor's 
iillfiition to this and that Then the 
South Sea Islanders, or Cclewa, as the 
native calls them, the half-white and 
foreigners, representing nearly every 
nation on the globe, make up tho peo- 
ple which you meet at Honolulu. — 'ios- 
ton Transcript. 


The Floor of the Soja, 


It is now believed that the denuda- 


tions of tho lind do not cover tho sea- 
tloor further than throe hundred miles 
seaward. These deposits are four miles 
deep in places. Far at sea Its surface 
is covered with very small "shell-anl- 
111 alM." There Is a patch of them in the 
North Atlantic one thousand three hun- 
tlri'd miles long and several hundred 
miles wide. Their sheila finally sink to 
the bottom and form chalk. 
In the 


great abysses ol tho ocean, however, 
these shells dissolve before they reach 
the bottom. Hero the only addition ta 
the sea-floor la made of wrecks, iceberg- 
washings, dust carried by tho wind, 
pumico from volcanoes, and meteoric 
stones. Tho pumice has floated till it 
became water-logged. The color of the 
deep-sea floor is red. The accretion is 
infinitely slow.—Current
